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Treasurer’s  Report  for  the  Year  ended 

31st  December,  1941. 

My  Lord  President,  My.  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1941,  including  Income  and 
Expenditure  Account  Balance  Sheet  and  Auditors’  Certificate,  are  in  your 
hands,  and  I  assume  that  as  usual  you  will  wish  me  to  take  them  as  having 
been  read.  For  your  convenience  we  have  printed  the  corresponding  figures 
for  the  year  1940  on  the  left-hand  side  and  in  order  to  save  printing  and  space 
have  taken  the  figures  to  the  nearest  £>. 

Again  National  conditions  and  the  resulting  increased  calls  on  the  service 
of  the  Hospital  make  it  extremely  difficult  for  your  Treasurer  to  give  an 
entirely  cheerful  report,  but  whatever  the  financial  result  of  the  year’s  working 
and  efforts,  you  may  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  your  Hospital 
has  been  and  is  giving  increased  and  increasingly  valuable  service  to  the 
community. 

Dealing  firstly  with  Income,  we  see  a  small  but  very  welcome,  and  in 
these  times,  probably  unexpected,  increase  in  our  Private  Subscriptions  and 
Donations — a  very  valuable  token  of  goodwill,  which  we  much  appreciate. 
The  fall  under  the  headings  of  Associated  Subscription,  Grateful  Patients 
Patients  Shillings,  Quotas  and  the  Peterborough  &  District  Workpeoples 
Hospital  Fund  was  anticipated  and  is  very  much  more  than  offset  by  the 
substantial  contribution  of  ^12,600  from  the  Peterborough  &  District  Memorial 
Hospital  Contributory  Association.  I  feel  the  wisdom  of  the  Hospital  in 
adopting  the  Contributory  Scheme  has  been  very  fully  vindicated,  and  it  is 
very  possible  that  had  peace-time  conditions  prevailed,  we  should  have  seen 
the  end  of  our  financial  anxieties.  Receipts  for  Services  Rendered  all  show 
increases  for  the  obvious  reason.  Emergency  Hospital  Service  shows  a  big 
fall  but  there  are  substantial  sums  due  to  us  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
At  the  moment  it  is  impossible  to  say  exactly  what  this  amount  will  be. 

Our  total  ordinary  income  for  the  year  at  ^28,650  shows  an  increase  of 
^5,728  over  the  corresponding  figures  for  1940.  Passing  to  Extraordinary 
Income,  you  will  see  that  there  is  a  very  substantial  sum  recoverable  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  but  as  this  is  offset  by  an  item  on  the  Expenditure  side, 
it  does  not  affect  our  adverse  balance. 

You  will  see  that  the  total  deficiency  for  the  year  was  some  ^4,082,  from 
which  has  been  .'deducted  the  sum  of  ^1,957  transferred  from  Legacy  Account. 
This  transfer  was  mentioned  by  me  in  my  Report  for  1940,  and  was  really 
made  towards  meeting  the  deficiency  arising  from  that  year’s  working. 

Turning  to  Expenditure,  we  see  the  increase  one  would  anticipate  from 
more  patients  (in  the  Borough  alone  there  is  an  approximate  increase  of  11,000 
in  the  population  largely  due  to  War-time  circumstances),  more  Staff,  more 
mouths  to  feed  and  generally  increased  prices.  In  this  connection  I  would 
point  out  that  many  of  our  purchases  are  subject  to  Purchase  Tax  and  I 
believe  this  has  increased  our  expenses.  The  increase  in  the  Fathological 
Department  is  partly  offset  by  an  increase  on  the  Receipt  side  under  heading 
Medical  Research  Council  Grant.  There  is  a  very  substantial  increase  under 
Salaries  an  Insurance,  mainly  due  to  an  increase  in  the  Hospital  Staff,  but  this 
is  an  expenditure  I  am  sure  no  one  will  begrudge.  The  amount  payable  to 
the  Medical  Officers  from  the  Contributory  Association  Receipts  will  of  course 
increase  as  our  income  from  that  source  and  their  load  of  work  and  responsibili¬ 
ty  grows.  The  ordinary  expenditure  exceeds  that  of  1940  by  ^7,704. 
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Turning  to  the  Balance  Sheet,  we  see  that  we  owed  to  Creditors  ^5,377 
and  to  the  Bank  ^2,908  on  General  Account  and  ^2,494  on  Thorpe  Hall 
Annex  Account,  the  latter  item  being  recoverable  from  the  Ministry  in  due 
course  and  being  included  in  Sundry  Debtors.  Briefly,  we  owed  ^10,779 
against  which  w'e  had  cash  in  hand  ^60,  Sundry  Debtors,  /4, 253,  and  Stores 
^197,  a  total  of  ^4,510,  or  a  deficit  on  the  “cash  position”  of  ^6,269.  This 
ignores  the  credit  balances  on  Special  accounts  at  the  Bank  which  are  earmarked 
for  certain  purposes.  Against  this  must  be  set  the  increase  in  our  Capita], 
account  by  further  legacies  and  by  further  appreciation  in  market  values 
which  leaves  our  net  Balance  Sheet  deficit  at  a  total  of  ^5,819,  but  this  of  course 
ignores  the  value  of  the  Hospital  Buildings,  Land  and  equipment,  which  must 
be  very  considerable. 

In  view  of  the  difficult  times  through  which  we  are  passing,  I  cannot 
feel  that  we  should  be  disheartened  by  the  results.  As  a  Nation  we  always 
seem  to  produce  our  best  when  the  outlook  is  dark  and  we  have  our  backs  to 
the  wall.  I  feel  this  will  be  a  challenge  to  our  supporters  to  redouble  their 
efforts. 

As  Treasurer,  I  would  express  my  gratitude  to  all  those  connected  with 
the  Contributory  Association,  now  numbering  some  35,000  ;  without  their 
support  we  should  be  in  a  still  more  sorry  plight,  and  I  hope  they  will  not  take 
a  remark  that  their  contributions  were  based  on  pre-War  costs  as  any  quali¬ 
fication  of  our  appreciation. 

The  Balance  Sheet  for  the  1936  Extension  Scheme  is  mainly  interesting 
as  showing  continuing  support  from  Convenantors  and  an  increased  balance 
in  hand  against  the  day  when  we  can  go  on  with  the  plans  for  the  extension 
at  which  we  aim.

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Report  of  the  Management  Committee 
for  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1941. 


My  Lord  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

On  behalf  of  the  Management  Committee  of  the  Hospital  I  have  pleasure 
in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1941. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital,  in  spite  of  the  difficult  period  through  which 
we  are  passing,  has  been  carried  on  in  as  normal  a  way  as  possible,  and  we 
have  been  fortunate  in  not  having  any  undue  stress  or  call  upon  our  resources 
through  any  serious  incident  in  the  area. 

We  have  from  time  to  time  revised  the  arrangements  made  for  the 
Emergency  conditions  in  the  endeavour  to  make  such  arrangements  as  ef¬ 
ficient  as  possible  and  as  no  doubt  some  of  you  know,  Thorpe  Hall  has  been 
opened  as  an  Annexe  to  the  Hospital,  thereby  relieving  pressure  on  the  beds 
of  the  parent  Institution.  This  enables  us  to  have  empty  beds  reserved  for 
immediate  use  should  urgent  necessity  arise.  You  will  be  sorry  to  hear 
however,  that  owing  to  the  difficulty  on  the  domestic  side  of  staffing  the 
Annexe,  we  are  at  present  only  using  one  floor  of  some  40  beds. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  throughout  the  year  reached  a  new 
high  record  level  and  totalled  2812  compared  with  2324  in  1940.  Of  this 
number  276  were  transferred  to  Thorpe  Hall  Annexe  for  Convalescent  treat¬ 
ment.  The  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  17  days  as  against  20  days  in 
1940  and  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  158.42  compared 
with  127.32  in  1940.  The  average  cost  of  treatment  of  in-patients  was 
£9. 16.  3d.  (£9.  3.  4d.  in  1940)  or  ll/7d  per  day  (9/2  per  day  in  1940).  The  cost 
of  each  out-patient  was  13/6d  as  against  11/-  in  1940. 

In  view  of  the  large  volume  of  people  joining  the  Contributory  Asso¬ 
ciation  the  question  of  the  charging  of  non-members  for  treatment  at  the 
Hospital  has  been  fully  examined,  and  it  was  agreed  that  patients  coming  up 
to  our  Out-patient  Department  who  are  not  members  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme  shall  pay  for  their  treatment  as  follows  : —

In  any  such  instance  the  Almoner,  upon  enquiry,  may  reduce  such 
charge  if  the  circumstances  of  the  patient  warrants  it.  These  non-member 
cases  are  subject  to  the  same  limitations,  including  income  limit,  as  apply 
to  the  members  of  the  Contributory  Association.

We  have  recently  made  important  changes  in  our  X-ray  Department 
having  installed  a  new  four  valve  set,  together  with  accessories  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  £2,600.  This  set  is  much  more  powerful  than  the  previous 
one  and  it  will  be  possible  to  obtain  far  moreefficient  investigations  of  internal 
diseases  with  it. 

We  also  have  acquired  a  Mobile  X-ray  Unit,  the  gift  of  the  Walton,  Paston 
and  Gunthorpe  Hospital  Committee  who  contributed  the  sum  of  £205  for  this 
and  it  is  proving  of  great  assistance. 

Dr.  W.  P.  Tindal  Atkinson,  who  had  been  our  Radiologist  for  some  few 
years,  recently  resigned  and  it  was  decided  not  to  make  a  definite  appoint¬ 
ment  to  fill  the  post  during  the  period  of  the  War,  meantime  Dr.  A.  W.Calm 
who  has  had  extensive  experience  in  Radiology,  has  been  temporarily  appointed 
to  the  post  and  attends  on  three  days  per  week. 

We  are  at  present  faced  with  the  problem  of  providing  additional  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  department  and  the  question  is  being  investigated. 

Another  useful  item  of  equipment  that  has  been  installed  is  an  Electro- 
Cardiograph  the  gift  of  the  London,  Midland  &  Scottish  Railway  Motive  Power 
Section,  the  cost  of  which  was  £93. 

Other  gifts  have  included  twenty  over- bed  tables  from  the  L.M.S 
Traffic,  Carriage,  Wagon,  Gas,  Signal  &  Telegraph  Departments  at  a  cost  of 
£50.  Mrs.  Smith  of  Eastfield  has  given  a  piano,  music  stool  and  music  for  the 
Nurses  Home  and  a  bicycle.  We  have  also  received  a  bicycle  from  Mr.  A. 
E,  Baxter  of  Park  Crescent  for  the  use  of  the  Staff  and  a  very  fine  invalid 
chair  from  Mr.  Granger  of  the  Paul  Pry  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  Granger. 
Through  funds  raised  by  Mr.  Councillor  J.  A.  Bartram,  during  his  Mayoralty 
an  additional  microscope  has  been  obtained  for  the  Pathological  Department. 
Auntie  Rhona  and  the  Standard  Chums  have  been  able  to  provide  6  treasure 
cots,  25  blankets  and  18  dressing  gowns  for  the  Childrens  Ward.  We  have 
also  received  many  other  smaller  gifts  and  we  sincerely  thank  all  the  donors, 
and  we  wish  as  well  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  help  rendered  to  the 
Hospital  by  all  its  supporters. 

We  would  also  express  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Robert  Bibby,  for  the  great  help 
he  has  given  to  the  Hospital,  in  organising  the  potato  gift  scheme  and  we  are 
also  grateful  to  the  farmers  in  the  district  who  have  so  generously  responded 
to  the  appeal,  as  well  as  to  the  donors  of  gifts  of  fruit,  vegetables,  flowers, 
books,  etc. 

We  have  made  a  satisfactory  agreement  with  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital  regarding  the  Oundle  area,  and  we  have  also  made  arrangements 
with  former  District  Committees  carrying  on  collections  in  the  Good  Health 
Box  Scheme  at  Ramsey,  Bourne,  Whittlesey,  etc.,  with  the  result  that  the 
Contributory  Association  has  been  able  to  arrange  for  those  areas  to  organise 
collections  under  the  Association’s  Rules, 

The  question  of  the  overlapping  district  served  by  Stamford  Infirmary 
and  this  Hospital,  I  am  glad  to  say  has  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

We  had  an  arrangement  expiring  at  the  end  of  194]  with  the  March  & 
District  Workers  Hospital  Fund  and  negotiations  have  been  going  on  between 
that  fund,  Addenbrookes  Hospital,  Cambridge  and  ourselves,  as'  to  future 
arrangements  and  we  are  very  hopeful  that  some  agreeable  settlement  will 
be  come  to. 
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\  oil  will  be  most  gratified  to  hear  that  during  1941  we  received  from  the 
Peterborough  Contributory  Association  ^12,600,  a  most  excellent  total  and 
the  Committee  feel  that  the  institution  of  a  Contributory  Association  has  been 
fully  justified  and  wishes  to  express  the  highest  appreciation  -of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Committee  and  Organiser  of  that  Association.

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  question  has  recently  been  dis¬ 
cussed  as  to  the  future  policy  of  the  Cbmmittee  with  regard  to  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  Specialists  and  it  is  the  declared  policy  of  the  Committee  to  employ 
Specialists  in  all  cases  when  available  and  desirable,  also  to  engage  senior 
resident  medical  and  surgical  Staff  whenever  they  are  available. 

The  question  of  Nursing  Salaries  became  a  National  one  early  in  the  year 
and  a  number  of  Conferences  took  place  in  London  between  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  representatives  of  the  British  Hospitals  Association.  As  a  result 
certain  increased  rates  of  pay  were  recommended  to  be  adopted  as  from  1st 
August  last,  and  we  adopted  those  rates  as  from  that  date,  thereby  falling 
jnto  line  with  the  other  voluntary  Plospitals  in  the  country. 

Great  assistance  again  this  year  has  been  given  to  the  Hospital  by  the 
Ladies  Linen  Association  and  the  value  of  linen  etc.,  presentated  to  the 
Hospital  during  the  12  months  was  £256.  6.  9d.  and  we  express  our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  President,  Officials  and  all  members  of  that  Association. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  following  our  grateful  thanks  for  the  prompt  and 
willing  help  given,  namely,  the  Volunteer  Stretcher  Bearers, B1  ood  Donors, 
Decontamination  Squad  Members,  Voluntary  Clerks,  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service,  to  the  Members  of  Toe  H,  and  to  the  Members  of  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  as  well  as  the  Nursing  members  of  that  Brigade. 

Our  thanks  are  also  again  expressed  to  Messrs.  Swallow  Crick  &  Co.  for 
the  Honorary  Auditing  of  the  Hospital  Accounts. 

Before  concluding  my  report  I  would  express  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Honorary  Acting  Staff,  Resident  Medical  Staff,  Matron, 
Assistant  Matron,  Sisters  and  other  members  of  the  Nursing,  Radiographic, 
Pathological,  Dispensary  and  Massage  Staffs. 

Once  again  I  feel  we  ought  to  place  on  record  our  indebtedness  to  Mr. 
F.  A.  C.  Taylor,  our  Secretary-Superintendent  for  the  way  in  which  he  has 
carried  out  his  many  and  varied  duties,  and  for  his  untiring  efforts  on  behalf 
of  the  Hospital.

My  Lord  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  upon  the  work  of  the  Peterborough  and 
District  Memorial  Hospital  Contributory  Association  as  from  the  1st 
.October  1940,  when  it  started. 

The  history  of  the  Scheme  began  with  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund  in 
1885,  which  later  became  the  Workpeoples  Hospital  Fund.  When  1  first 
became  connected  with  the  Fund,  44  years  ago,  it  had  handed  over  £3,380. 
When  the  Fund  closed  last  year  it  had  handed  over  £62,281,  including  £1  1,000 
to  the  Building  Fund. 

In  its  first  year  of  working,  the  Contributory  Scheme  had  contributed 
£8,668,  to  30th  September,  and  £12,000  to  31st  December,  the  end  of  the 
Hospital  year. 

The  total  contributed  during  56  years  was  £62,000,  but  the  monthly 
average  in  latter  years  was  nearly  £250. 

It  was  noteworthy  that  during  the  first  year  of  the  contributory  scheme 
the  Hospital  had  benefitted  by  nearly  £1,000  a  month  and  this  had  lately 
been  increased  to  about  £1,700  a  month. 

There  are  35,700  contributors  who  are  affiliated  to  the  Hospital  Contri¬ 
butors  Association,  a  powerful  national  body  which  had  recommended  that 
Employers  should  contribute  one  third  of  the  amount  given  by  their  work 
people.  One  large  firm  in  the  City  had  already  made  a  substantial  contri 
bution,  and  if  others  followed  its  example,  one  third  of  £12,000  would  be  a 
most  welcome  addition.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Board  for  the 
Year  ended  31st  December,  1941. 


My  Lord  President,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

On  behalf  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  I  have  pleasure  in 
submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital,  in  every  department  has  had  to  meet 
increased  demands.  Pressure'on  the  available  beds  has  been  very  great. 
Staff  and  materials  have  been  difficult  to  obtain.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  meet  these  increased  demands  and  to  make  the  most  efficient  use 
of  the  beds  that  is  possible.  Particular  consideration  has  been  given  to  avoid¬ 
ing  delay  in  the  admission  of  industrial  workers. 


The  opening  of  Thorpe  Hall  in  July  as  an  Annexe  of  the  Hospital  has  made 
further  beds  available  for  our  use. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  members  of  the  Contributory  Scheme 
who  require  special  treatment  in  other  Hospitals  to  have  this  under  the 
bcheme. 


In  the  X-Ray  Department  Dr.  Calm  has  been  appointed  Radiologist 
in  the  place  of  Dr.  Tindal- Atkinson.  A  new  Mobile  X-Ray  Apparatus 
has  been  purchased  and  later  a  new  and  more  powerful  Main  Unit. 

The  working  of  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  has  been  assisted  by  the 
work  of  Dr.  Marshall  who  has  undertaken  to  superintend  the  admission  and 
transfer  of  these  cases.  The  arrangements  for  the  reception  and  care  of  Air 
Raid  Casualties  have  been  revised  and  further  organised.
